Washington, May 4.— In a sweep- 
ing bill, introduced with administra- 
tioti approval by Chairman Lever, of 
the house agricultural committee, it is 
luopiisi-d to empower the president 
under the war clause of the constitu- 
tion to take these m^surea when- 
ever, in his opinion, the national 
emergency shall require: 

To fi.x maximum and minimum 
prices, for food, clothing, fuel and 
other necessitise and tbe articles re- 
quired for their production. 

To prescribe regulations to govern 
the production of these commodities 
and if neceaaary to requiaition the 
producing fhctoriee, mines or otter 
establishments. 

To compel holders of necessities to 
release them in amoonto insoring 
equitable distribution. 

To regidate exchangee inaocba 
way aa to eliminate mariiot mani- 
pulation. 

To compel railroada to give prefer- 
ence to the movement of neccMities. 
To levy such important duties as 

he tinds necesssary to prevent exces- 
sive "dumping" of foreign products. 

To impose Ibnitations or prohibi- 
tions upon the use of grain in the 
manufacture of liquor. 

In addition the secretary of agricul- 
ture would be empowered to establish 
standard food grades; to lleenae and 
control the manufacture, storage and 
distribution of foods, to prescribe the 
percentage of flour to be milled from 
wheat, and to regutete the mixing of 
wheat flour with other flour to the 
making of bread and other food.

BURGLAR ALARM USES (>HONE 

Ingenious bevice Automatically 8un»- 
mene Help When Bank Cashier* 
Are Attacked. 

Hereafter armed robbers tliat en- 
ter a bank and "coter^ the cpshiers 

with revolvers, preparatory to gatb* 
erin<; up the money, may find tliat 
they are not as seeure from attack a^ 
the submissive men in front of them 
would indicate, for the bank may be 
protected with a recently devi.'^eil si'- 
cret signal system that automatically 
telephones for help in such an emcr- 
peiiry. This proteetive system is de- 
scribed in Popular lleehanios. 

To operate tlic alarm.s one has only 
to press a hidden electric button w ith 
his foot or knee. All the apparatus, 
.-ave the button, i.s located in nnotlier 
room, or in a cabiiiet, out of heariiitr 
of the bandits. Pressing the bun :i 
causes a lifting device to raise the re- 
ceiver hook of a telephone, by means 
of a cord, thus making connection 
with central. Simultaneously a 
small-eise phonograph, sitnated in 
front of tfie telephone transmitter 
begins to oixrate, repealing again 
and again some such message as 
this: "Helpl Bobbers! Send po- 
lice to Third National bankr* The 
tele])h<)ne ;.'irl, on laaring this ap- 
peal, will iuimediately notify the po- 
lice. An obviotu advantage of this 
system is that the rohhers arc wholly 
unaware that any alarm has been 
turned in and so their ms/bm is 
much more probable.
